Judge John A. Daniels has taken exceptions to the opinion of District 


A ttorney Bosshard holding that ther* is no law in W isconsin, statutory 


or common, under which a successful prosecution of the ice kings could 


be made 
Judge Daniels is of the belief that ample authority is provided 


by the com m on law, and cites numerous cases tending to support his po 


sition. 


Getting down to hair splitting, it appears from a comparison of the 


interviews of Mr. Bosshard and Judg^ Daniels that they are at variance 


largely because the prosecutor believes that under the 
law the article 


conspired to be sold at a higher uniform price must be a “ necessity of 


life.’ 
Judge Daniels does not so conclude 
or if he agrees here also, he 


takes it for granted that ice is a “ necessity of life.” 
Mr. Bosshard has 


been unable to satisfy himself that it is, and the question might deter­ 


mine the fate of the ice case. 


The suggestion of Mr. Bosshard in his interview that steps should 


be taken by the attorney general seems to be borne out in the action of the 


people of Oshkosh in appealing to A ttorney General Sturdevant to deter­ 


mine what to do about the O shkosh ice trust. 
Had he believed he had the 


power, no doubt the district attorney at O shkosh would have acted.
